While assigned to District 101 we received an attei^t suicide call 
at 111 N. Bishop. On our arrival it was found that this was a disturbance 
involving arrested party. Sgt. W. G. Jennings was present at this call. 

The arrested party was handcuffed and brought to the City Jail for 
Disturbing the Peace. On our arrival in the Jail upstairs the handcuffs 
were removed as the prisoner was quiet. While writing up the arrest 
sheets the prisoner struck Officer J. D. Tippit in the right eye with his 
fist. The prisoner was subdued and received minor scratches about his 
face. Arrested party was treated in the Jail by Police Emergency Doctor 
and released to be placed in Jail, charged with Disturbing the Peace and 
Investigation of A^avated Assault on Police Officer, 

Officer Tippit was treated at Parkland Hospital for a small laceration 
above right eye and released for duty.

The folloving report is submitted for your information. 

While working district lOU April 28, 1956 we received a call at 8:28 P.M., 
to 731 N. Edgefield, regarding a demented person. 

Upon our arrival at this location we contacted Mrs. Vicki Shaver, 
w/f/25, who was standing in front yard and stated that her husband 
hiad Iran her out of the house with an ice pick and threatened to 
kill her and coramlt suicide. She further stated that she wanted 
us to go into the house and get him out. 

We went to the front door where the stapeot, Robert Lee Shaver, 
w/in/25, was standing and creating a disturbance by talking loud 
and threatening his wife. We asked him to come outside and he 
refused. 

We pulled the screen door open as he shut the wood door. We opened 
the door and as officer D. H. Snith and I went in, he stabbed 
officer Smith in the left shoulder with an ice pick and I was 
stabbed in the stomach and right knee. 

Suspect was subdued and handcuffed and was transported to City jail 
by officers L. G. Speers and J. D. Cober. Suspect was charged with 
assault to murder. 

I received treatment at Parkland Hospital by Dr. Greathouse arid 
returned to duty.

There does not appear to be any severe reaction about the metal- 
lic body tills date. Diagnosis is (1) metallic foreign body, articular surface,

It is tecomnended that this knee be explored and the metallic body removed 
and any degenerative cartilage removed as a result of wear and tear from 
the sharp point. This should be carried out as soon as possible and the 
patient is schedtUed for Noventer 16th unless the City of Dallas advises 
otherwise. Surgery is to be carried out at Methodist Hospital. 

It is estimated that this patient wlU be off work approximately 3-4 weeks 
minimum and mnxlimini about 3 months depending on the amount of damage that 
is found at the time of surgery. There will definitely be permanent dis- 
ability to this knee in any event, but the sooner the ^gery is carried 
out, the less the permanent damage.

I believe in oozsnending a man -nhen he deserves it. Suoh a 
nan is Offioer J. D. Tirmit . badge No. 848. I have never before 
received a traffic sumons for speeding, but I have heard many- 
people tell hoiT impolite policemen can be when issueing them, es- 
pecially for speeding. I cane through your city violating your . 
law at 5i30 in the morning. Offioer lippit was v ery polit e and 
courte ous. He patiently explained what I had done wrong and was 
never evaii gruff . I believe that this is unusml at 5>30 in the 
morning, after probably working all night. My faith in and respect 
for police officers has been reneired. 

I do have two suggestions to offer. In driving through Dallas 
yesterday momin;; on my way to Fort Worth, I was almost involived in 
an accident three or four tines by other drivers cutting out of their 
lanes into mine. I do not know if this is a violation of your law or 
"* not, but it is extremely dangerous unless the other driver makes a 

hand signal. This seemed to be quite common with jio attempt at oorreot- 
ion. The other suggestion is that on highway 80 (business route) you 
place some larger signs telling the speed limit. I entered the city 
and there was a large sign saying, "Speed limit 40 miles per hour." 
As I continued on toward town, I did not notice any other speed signs. 
I had noticed before that on the traffic signals there were signs 
saying that -the traffic signals were set for 30 miles per hour. After 
my arrest, I looked at the nixt traffic signal and I saw in rather 
small lettering, "Speed limit, 30." Here in Longview, highway 80 
has a speed limit of 40 until you come into town and it is reduced 
to 35, but there are several large signs telling out of town drivers. 
IVhon you are use to this speed and driving in a strange city, it is 
good to have large signs telli^ig you the speed limit.
